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CLAPP 


Captain  Roger  Clap  came  to  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  in  the 
’’Mary  and  John”,  30  May  1630,  aged  21  years.  He  remarked  concern¬ 
ing  his  family  in  his  well-known  Memoirs  (mss.  1675  -  six  editions, 
1731,  1766,  1774,  1807,  1324  and  1843):  "We  were  Five  Brethren  (of 
which  I  was  the  youngest)  and  Two  Sisters.”  ”1  wished  and  advised 
some  of  my  dear  Brethren  to  come  hither  also;  which  accordingly 
one  of  my  Brothers  and  those  two  that  married  my  two  Sisters,  sold 
their  Means  and  came  hither.”  These  were  Deacon  Edward  Clap, 

Sarah  Clap  who  married  her  cousin  Deacon  Nicholas  Clap,  and  Jane 
Clap  who  married  George  Weekes.  Other  cousins:  Deacon  Thomas 
Clap,  Barbara,  Redigon  and  John  Clap  came  to  Dorchester  about  the 
same  time  (1633) • 

Otis  Clap  said  of  them  about  two  and  a  half  centuries  later: 

The  intelligent  and  faithful  performance  of  town  duties  is  one  of 
the  important  agencies  of  our  civilization.  In  this  field  of  duty 
our  ancestors  have  had  an  active  part  and  an  honorable  share.  In 
the  first  one  hundred  years  from  the  formation  of  the  government 
of  Massachusetts  (from  1629  to  1729) ,  members  of  the  Clap  family 
held  seats  in  the  legislature  sixty-two  years.  Captain  Roger  Clap 
and  his  three  sons,  Major  Samuel,  Elder  Hopestill  and  Captain 
Preserved  Clap,  held  seats  in  the  Legislature  forty-four  years. 

The  town  of  Scituate  was  represented  by  Deacon  Thomas,  Captain 
Samuel,  Nathaniel  and  Stephen  Clap  sixteen  years  between  1680  and 
1710.  These  men  are  represented  as  honest,  earnest,  out-spoken, 
God-fearing  men. 

Seventeen  in  the  first  four  generations  served  as  deacons, 

elders  or  ministers.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Clap  (H.C.,  1722),  was 

President  of  Yale  College;  Rev.  Thomas  Clap  (H.C.,  1725),  was 

minister  at  Taunton,  Rev.  Supply  Clap  (H.C.,  1731),  at  Woburn, 
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Rev.  Nathaniel  Clap  (H.C.,  1690),  at  Newport,  R.I.,  Noah  Clap 
(H.C.,  1735)  studied  divinity,  preached  frequently,  but  was  not 
ordained,  while  Captain  Preserved  (Northampton),  Thomas,  Joseph 
and  Stephen  (Scituate),  Joshua  (Walpole),  and  John  (Sudbury),  were 
deacons  or  elders  in  the  churches  named. 

But  in  the  First  Church  in  Dorchester,  twelve  have  served  as 
deacons  or  elders  from  1637  to  the  present  time  (1953):  Deacon 
Edward  Clap,  1637-1664,  26  years;  Deacon  Nicholas  Clap,  1664- 
1679,  15  yrs.;  Elder  Hopestill  Clap,  1692-1719,  27  yrs.;  Elder 
(and  Major)  Samuel  Clap,  1701-170# ,  6  yrs.;  Samuel  Clap  was  chosen, 
1724,  but  declined;  Deacon  Jonathan  Clap,  171#-1724,  5  yrs.;  Deacon 
Hopestill  Clap,  1724-1759,  35  yrs.;  Deacon  Ebenezer  Clap,  1S09-1B60, 
51  yrs.;  Deacon  Hiram  Clap,  1#B1-1#91,  10  yrs.;  Deacon  Ebenezer 
Clap,  Jr.,  1#54-1##1,  27  yrs.;  Deacon  William  Channing  Clap,  1#92- 
1921,  29  yrs.;  and  Deacon  Frank  Lemuel  Clapp  (also  a  Major),  1922- 
1953,  31  yrs.,  a  total  of  262  years  out  of  323  years. 

The  family  was  equally  distinguished  in  military  matters.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  first  four  generations  nine  served  as  soldiers,  one  as  an 
Ensign,  three  as  Lieutenants,  nine  as  Captains,  two  as  Majors,  and 
one  as  a  Colonel,  a  total  of  twenty-four  who  were  active  in  this 
way.  The  number  could  easily  be  enlarged,  possibly  doubled.  In 
all  of  these  capacities,  the  family  has  continued  to  serve  their 
country . 

Roger  Clappe  was  listed  in  a  subsidy  at  Sidbury,  Devonshire, 

1333.  Since  that  time,  and  doubtless  long  before,  the  Clap 
family  has  been  established  in  Sidbury,  Venn  Ottery  ,  Ottery  St. 
Mary,  Colyton,  Sidmouth,  Salcombe  Regis  and  Branscome,  all  in 
Devonshire .

She  married,  first,  about  1625,  George  Weekes,  born  probably 
in  Devonshire,  about  1600,  died  at  Dorchester,  27  October  1659.  She 
married,  second,  Jonas  Humphrey,  who  died  in  Dorchester,  9  March 
1661/62.  George  and  Jane  (Clap)  Weekes  were  in  Dorchester,  1637, 
and  both  were  members  of  the  First  Church  in  that  town,  where  he 
served  as  selectman.  He  left  no  will,  but  Jane  (Clap) (Weekes)  Hum¬ 
phrey  left  a  long  will  mentioning  many  of  her  children  and  grandchild 
ren .  Jonas  Humphrey  mentioned  his  son  Jonas,  grandchild,  Elizabeth 
Frye,  and  daughter  Susanna,  wife  of  Nicholas  White. 
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20.  Deacon  EDWARD^-  CLAP,  son  of  William  and  Johan  (Channon)  Clap,  .1 

was  born  at  Salcornbe  Regis,  Devon,  about  1605,  and  he  died  at  Dor¬ 
chester,  Massachusetts,  $  Jan.  I664.  He  married,  first,  by  1633, 
Prudence^  Clap  (No.  25),  born  at  Sidbury,  Devon,  about  1606,  died 
probably  about  1648/55,  the  daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  Clap. 

He  married,  second,  before  1659,  Susanna  Cockerill,  who  died  16  June  I 
16B8,  the  daughter  of  William  Cockerill  of  Salem.  Deacon  Edward  Clap 
was  a  man  much  esteemed  by  the  town,  and  held  many  responsible 
offices,  being  one  of  the  selectmen  for  several  years,  and  Deacon  of  : 
the  Church  for  twenty-six  years.  He  owned  half  of  ’’Clap’s  Mill"; 
and  had  nine  children. 
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22.  Captain  RQGER^  CLAP  (William  13,  Richard  2,  William  1),  son  of 
William  and  Johan  (Channon)  Clap,  was  baptized  at  Salcombe  Regis,  co. 
Devon,  2  April  1609,  and  he  died  at  Boston,  2  February  1690/91,  aged 
32  years  (G3  in  King’s  Chapel  burying  ground).  He  married  at  Dor¬ 
chester,  6  November  1633,  Joanna  Ford,  baptized  at  Bridport,  co.  Dor¬ 
set,  England,  8  January  1617,  died  at  Boston,  29  June  1695,  aged  7$ 
years,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  ( Charde) ( Cooke)  Ford,  of 
Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  Windsor,  Connecticut,  and  Northampton, 
Massachusetts.  He  served  as  selectman  of  Dorchester,  1637,  1641,  1645, 
1647,  1650,  1653,  1654,  1657,  1653,  1659,  1660,  1661,  1662,  1663  and 
1664  (15  years),  and  as  chairman  of  the  board,  1654,  1657,  and  1661- 
1664  (6  years),  and  after  1664,  he  asked  to  be  released  from  this 
duty  because  of  his  service  at  Castle  Island.  He  was  admitted  a 
member  of  the  First  Church  in  Dorchester,  1630,  and  freeman,  14  May 
1634,  and  was  Deputy  to  the  General  Court  for  Dorchester,  1663-1665, 
1671  and  1673  (5  years)  after  which  he  asked  to  be  excused  because 
of  press  of  duty  at  the  Castle.  He  was  a  Lieutenant  of  the  Dorchester 
Company  and  later  Captain;  2nd  Sergeant  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company  of  Boston,  I646,  and  Lieutenant  of  that  Company, 

1655,  and  Captain-Commander  at  Castle  Island,  Boston  Harbor,  1665- 
1636  (22  years),  having  been  chosen  by  the  General  Court  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  10  August  1665,  for  this  duty.  He  was  also  authorized  by 
the  General  Court  to  perform  marriages  and  to  end  small  causes,  31 
December  1661;  and  was  paid  t  4  for  running  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  19  October  I664,  and  a 
stone  bound  may  still  be  seen  in  the  town  of  Attleborough.  The 
Memoirs  of  Captain  Roger  Clap,  written  about  1676,  first  printed  in 
1731,  and  several  times  since,  form  the  only  history  of  Dorchester 
Company’s  gathering  and  coming  to  America.  It  is  a  straightforward, 
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graphic  story  and  will  never  cease  to  hold  the  admiration  of  all  who 
love  the  manly  devoutness  of  the  genuine  Puritan  character.  He  had 
fourteen  children. 

27#  beacon  THOMAS**  CLAP  (Nicholas  14,  Richard  2,  William  1),  son  of 
Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  Clap,  was  born  in  Sidbury,  co.  Devon,  1609, 
and  he  died  at  Scituate,  20  April  1684.  He  married  three  times,  the 
names  of  the  first  two  wives  being  unknown.  He  married,  third, 
about  1657,  Abigail  (Wright)  Sharpe,  the  widow  of  Robert  Sharpe  of 
Brookline,  who  had  died  in  1655.  After  the  death  of  Deacon  Thomas 
Clap,  she  married,  third,  about  1696,  Captain  William  Holbrook,  born 
in  England,  about  1627,  who  died  at  Scituate,  Massachusetts,  3  July 
1699.  About  1  May  1633,  a  ship  left  Weymouth,  England,  for  America; 
Governor  Winthrop  recorded  in  his  Journal  that  she  arrived  at  Boston 
on  27  July  1633  ’’with  about  80  passengers  and  12  kine,  who  sate  down 
at  Dorchester .  They  were  twelve  weeks  coming,  being  forced  into  the 
Western  Islands  by  a  leak,  where  they  stayed  three  weeks  and  were 
very  courteously  used  by  the  Portugals."  Among  them  were  Thomas, 
Nicholas,  Barbara,  Radigone  and  Prudence,  the  latter  the  wife  of 
Deacon  Edward  Clap,  all  of  whom  settled  at  Dorchester,  where  Captain 
Roger  Clap  had  settled  three  years  earlier,  as  a  member  of  the  first 
Dorchester  Company.  Their  younger  brother,  John  Clap,  followed  them 
a  few  years  later. 

Thomas  Clap  appears  on  Dorchester  records  in  1634,  was  a  church 
member  there  undoubtedly  for  he  was  admitted  freeman  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Colony,  13  March  1638/9,  but  moved  to  Weymouth  in  1639. 
He,  with  Richard  Silvester  and  others  believed  in  the  theological 
ideas  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Lenthall  (minister  at  Weymouth,  1637- 
1639),  that  all  baptized  persons  should  be  admitted  as  church  members. 
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Thomas  Clap,  Richard  Silvester,  James  Torrey,  William  Holbrook 
and  Thomas  Rawlins  all  left  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  to  settle  in 
Scituate,  Plymouth  Colony,  probably  for  the  same  reason. 

In  Scituate,  Thomas  Clap  was  propounded  freeman,  6  June  1644, 
and  admitted  freeman  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  4  June  1645 •  He  was  a 
constable  there  in  1645,  and  during  the  same  year  he  purchased  a  24 
acre  farm  of  Mr.  Timothy  Hatherly.  He  was  Deacon  of  the  First  Church 
in  Scituate  in  1647-16&4  (37  years),  and  remained  loyal  to  the  Rever¬ 
end  Charles  Chauncy,  B.D.,  then  minister  at  Scituate,  but  afterwards 
the  2nd  President  of  Harvard  College.  In  1675,  Mr.  Clap  was  one  of 
the  committee  who  sent  a  letter  to  the  Second  Church  in  Scituate 
(now  Norwell,  Massachusetts) ,  informing  them  that  a  reconciliation 
had  taken  place  after  a  controversy  of  thirty-three  years’. 

Mr.  Clap,  a  useful,  greatly  respected  and  enterprising  man,  was 
Deputy  to  the  General  Court  of  Plymouth  Colony  in  1649,  and  overseer 
of  the  poor,  1667,  those  being  the  first  years  such  officers  were 
chosen.  His  will,  made  19  April  16&4,  was  proved  4  June  1684.  We 
quote  it  in  part  because  it  does  not  appear  in  the  Clapp  Memorial. 

He  left  to  his  wife  Abigail,  the  use  and  profits  of  all  his  houses 
and  lands  and  his  orchard  for  life.  Also  t  10  in  silver,  and  house¬ 
hold  stuff  to  the  value  of  32  shillings,  as  well  as  three  cows,  six 
sheep  and  a  horse.  To  his  son  Thomas  ...  a  double  portion  of  lands, 
to  son  Increase  Clap  .  .  .  lands,  to  son  Samuel  Clap  .  .  .  lands,  to 
his  daughter  Elizabeth  King,  L  7,  and  house  furnishings,  ...  to 
daughter  Prudence  .  .  . ,  to  daughter  Abigail  Clap,  fc  5,  to  daughter- 
in  law  Mary  Tilden  (i.e.  Mary  (Sharpe)  Tilden,  wife  of  Nathaniel 
Tilden) ,  to  his  grandchild  Elizabeth  .  .  .  Executors:  sons  Thomas 
Clap  and  Samuel  Clap.  Inventory,  L  351.  His  farm  was  southwest  of 
the  Stockbridge  millpond.  He  had  eight  children.

2g*  He.acon  NICHOLAS^  CLAP  (Nicholas  14,  Richard  2,  William  1),  son 
ol  Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  Clap,  was  born  at  Sidbury,  co.  Devon,  about 
1612,  and  he  died  at  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  24  November  1679, 
aged  67  years.  He  married,  first,  about  1636,  his  cousin,  Sarah^ 
£la£  (No.  23),  q.v.,  baptized  13  April  1611,  died  about  1643,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Johan  (Channon)  Clap,  of  Salcombe  Regis,  co. 
Devon.  He  married,  second,  before  15  April  1677,  Ann  Anniball  of 
Ipswich,  widow  of  John  Anniball.  Mr.  Clap  was  highly  respected  by 
his  contemporaries.  He  held  many  responsible  offices  of  the  town, 
and  was  a  Deacon  of  the  Church,  and  a  supporter  of  the  Free  School. 
His  estate  was  appraised  at  fc  643.5.7.  He  and  his  wife,  Sarah  (Clap) 
Clap,  were  members  of  the  church  before  its  reorganization,  23  August 
1636.  He  was  assessor,  1647,  and  juror,  1651.  He  lived  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town  where  his  descendants  lived  for  more  than  330 
years.  On  his  acres,  the  Clapp »s  Favorite  pear  was  developed,  and 
nearby  still  stands  the  Captain  Roger  Clap  House,  built  in  1643, 
now,  by  deed  of  gift,  the  property  of  the  Dorchester  Historical 
Society.  It  is  highly  probable  that  the  land  on  which  this  building 
stands  is  the  oldest  piece  of  property  in  the  Unites  States  which  has 
never  been  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Clap  family  for  330  years. 

All  of  the  descendants  of  Captain  Lemuel  Clap  have  five  pioneer 
Clap  ancestors,  and  some  have  six  or  more.

Captain  Lemuel  Clap  was  a  tanner  who  lived  in  the  old  house  in 
billow  Court  built  by  Captain  Roger  Clap,  about  1640,  which  was 
enlarged  by  Mr.  Clap.  He  was  a  man  of  energy  and  decision  and 
nuch  respected  in  the  town.  During  the  Revolutionary  War  he  was 
in  active  service  for  more  than  two  years  at  Castle  Island,  Nod¬ 
dle's  Island  and  Dorchester  Heights.  He  was  First  Lieutenant  in 
Colonel  Robinson's  regiment  on  the  alarm  of  19  April  1775;  Captain 
of  the  First  Dorchester  company,  Colonel  Benjamin  Gill's  regiment, 

4  March  1776  at  Dorchester  Heights  and  on  1  March  177&,  he  was 
Captain  of  a  company  in  Colonel  Samuel  Pierce's  regiment.  He  also 
served  under  Major-General  Gates  and  Major-General  Heath  in  the 
Continental  Army.  Two  of  his  commissions  as  Captain  and  forty-four 
muster  rolls  in  his  own  handwriting  were  recently  in  the  possession 
of  the  late  Frank  Lemuel  Clapp.  Several  of  these  rolls  were  copied 
by  the  writer  and  presented  to  the  N.E.H.G. Society  in  Boston,  inclu¬ 
ding  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  names  mentioned  in  the  muster 
rolls,  which  included  a  large  number  of  Dorchester  Claps. 

Mrs.  Rebecca  (Dexter)  Clap's  nephew,  the  Honorable  Samuel  Dexter, 
LL.D.  (H.C.,  17&1) ,  was  a  member  of  Congress,  1793-1795>  United  States 
Senator,  1799-1&00,  Secretary  of  War,  1&00,  and  later  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury.  His  portrait  in  miniature  may  be  seen  on  current 
United  States  Revenue  Stamps  (Documentary,  3 t  carmine,  1940-56  ff) . 

In  1933  >  the  present  writer  brought  the  Clapp  Chart  up  to  date. 

Now  it  needs  another  revision.  This  chart  of  the  Descendants  of 
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Captain  Lemuel  and  Rebecca  (Dexter)  Clap  was  a  cooperative  venture 
by  members  of  the  various  branches  of  the  family,  undertaken  in  1902, 
Undoubtedly  Richard  Clapp  Humphreys,  James  Humphreys  Clapp  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Blake  Trask  were  the  chief  proponents  of  this  task  and  perhaps 
the  late  Frank  Lemuel  Clapp  may  have  been  the  draftsman.  Family 
papers,  Bible  records,  diaries,  the  Dorchester  vital  records  and 
persons  with  long  and  accurate  memories,  together  with  genealogies 
such  as  the  Blake  Family,  1857,  and  the  Clapp  Memorial.  1876,  were 
of  great  help.  But  eighty-four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Memor¬ 
ial  was  published;  fifty-eight  since  the  chart  was  made,  and  twenty- 
Seven  since  ray  revision  of  the  chart.  In  the  meantime  several  gen¬ 
erations  have  passed  and  it  is  time  to  bring  the  work  up  to  date 
again>  The  Dexter  Genealogy.  1904,  has  also  been  useful. 

Recently  the  writer  tried  to  have  the  blueprint  reproduced  by 
photo-offset  printing  but  did  not  succeed  in  this.  Instead,  a 
tabular  form  with  the  chart  as  the  foundation  of  the  work  is  used. 

Since  all  of  the  progeny  of  Captain  Lemuel  and  Rebecca  (Dexter) 
Clap  are  also  descendants  of  the  Reverend  Stephen  Bachiler  (1561- 
1660) ,  the  first  regularly  ordained  minister  of  the  first  regular¬ 
ly  established  church  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  they  share  a 

Huguenot  line  back  to  the  13th  Century,  which  will  be  included  in 
this  work.
